Vall’ Ombrosa, which is the Italian for 
Shady Valley, is a mountain retreat near 
Florence, which presents a combination of 
the sublimest and most beautiful features be- 
longing to natural scenery, winding up amid 
the Appenine roountains, the vale is in most 
parts rendered wild and-gloomy by the rocks 
and heavy shades of the ancient forests which 
overhang it.

At the 
bottom of the mountairs 18 oe lralian city 
Aosta, in a deep, rich valley, behind which 
the sun-capped summits of the Alps glitter in 
the sun, Its antiquarians fix the date of its 
foundation, 406 years before that of Rome; 
that is, 1158 years before C hrist, upwards of 
three thousand years since. The ruins of a 
Praetorian palace, a triumphal arch ‘in tolera- 
ble preservation, a bridge, and other Roman 
public works were to be seen when I was there 
in 1843. St. Bernard was archdeacon of 
Aosta in 762, and he ascertained that smug- 
glers went up the Val d’ Aosta, crossed a 
gorge in the mountains, and reached the 
source of the Rhone. He had a road made, 
with hospice on the summit for the relief of 
weary travelers, which was the beginning of 
the famous St. Bernard’s pass, famous in late 
years on account of the large breed of 
dogs, kept cto-hunt travelers in the snow 
storms, 

Calvin was at

Aosta, and was forced to leave 
there in 1514, an event. commemorated by a 
monumental pillar, bearing an inscription re- 
eording the fact. Oaoe might suppose on see- 
ing this column, that there was question of 
the repulse of some mighty conqueror, in- 
stead of the retreat of an insulated wan- 
derer, whose whole strength lay in his doc- 
trines. 

Aosta was the residence of the old dukes of 
Savoy, and some of these lie interred in hand- 
some monuments in the- antique cathedral, 
which was restored in the 13th century. 

The peasantry in the Vald’ Aosta are stunt: 
dirty and ignorant, atilicted terri- 
bly with cretinism and goitre, It has -been 
estimated that of the whole population one 
in fifty 1s a cretin, and above one-half or more 
are goitred more or less. Someof these are 
horrid objects, the goitres or tumors which 
hang from their necks being as large as their 
heads.

From the Milwaukee 

William Franzen, one of the 
most experienced rag and paper stock dealers 
in the west, was asked about 
the po sibility of its being a medium of bring- 
ing Asiatic diseases. into this country. He 

said: ‘‘Large quantities of rags from Egypt 
and Turkey pass through Milwaukee on their 
way to the paper mills at Neenah and 
Menasha. I mean actually large quantities— 
not relatively large- -for the greater prop: yrtion 
of the receipts of foreign rags in this — 

are consumed in the east. I don’t think, 
however, there is any danger of disease pee 
nating in Milwaukee by reason ol the rag 
trade, The foreign rags are not picked over 
here. Labor at the points of shipment is so 
much cheaper than here that it pays to do all 
the necessary assorting before the rags are bal- 
ed and sent off. In support ofmy belief that 
no danger of the spread of contagion in Mil- 
waukee by the bales of foreign rags which 
pass through here is to be apprehended, I 
can say that I have been in the rag business 
for 20 years—12 of them in this city —and have 
pever had asick day. I have employed from 
12 to 50 hands in sorting rags during all tha 
time, and bave never known sickness to break 
out among ther from the handling of rags. 
I don't think there is any danger to be appre- 
hended from the rags at the paper mills 
either, for the strong bleac! hing material Is use Te | 
would be jikely to act asa disinfectant.” 

Mr. Franzen wenton togive some facts to 
prove the rag business 18 one of the stap! e 1n- 
dustries of the country. ‘‘The business in 
rags and paper stock done in Milwaukee 
alone amounts,” he said, *‘to $750,000 annual 
ly, and furnishes employment to upward of 
200 persons, Careful estimates ot the pyesent 
annual “eure ta of rag stock in the 
United States place the amount at 4,000,000 
bales, valued at $36000000 The arrivals of 
foreign rag'stock at New York city are esti- 
mated at 600,000 bales annually, a: nd those of 
domestic rag stock at 1,800,000 bales. Twenty- 
five thousand balesof rags were shipped out 
of Milwaukee during the year 1532 Most 
of the domestic paper stock received here 
comes from Iewa, Minnesota, Wiscousin, Ne- 
braska, Dakota, and Michigan. Missouri and 
Ijiinois also contribute large amouuts. A 
considerable quantity of foreign rags a 5) pass 
through this city during the course ofa year. 
These come from all parts of Europe, Eng- 
land. France, Germany, and Turkey contri- 
buting most freely. Ezyptian rags as i have 
suid, often pass through this city. The 
destination of the rags which are shipped 
from Milwaukee is dependent upon their 
quality. All thé woolen rags and the better 
grades of cotton rags go to the east, mostly to 
supply the fine paper milis and s hoddy mills 
of Massachusetts, New Hampshire, Rhode Is- 
land, and Pennsylvania. The cheaper grades 
of stock are used in the west in the manufac- 
ture of printing and wrap ping papers. The 
foreign rags re ceived in Milwaukee, which 
are in! ferior in quality to those made in this 
country, are used by paper mills at various 
points in this state. The foreign rags, as I 
have said. reacir this market assorted and 
ready for the ills The Gomeatic rags, on 
the contrary, invaria! bly require to be assorted 
here. 

It would astonish the uninitiated to see the 
number of distinct grades into which rags are 
discuminated. Here is alist of most of the 
important Classes of rags and paper stock rec- 
ognized in Milwaukee: Whites—Nos. 1 and 2 
thirds and blues, prints, manila rope, sap 
bagging, wrapping stock, seamed cloth, wool 
seams, new Clips, soft wools, priat papers, 
manila papers, common pspers, tea papers, 
white shavings, mixed shavings, No. | DOOK, 
No. 2 book, uraw boar ac Ippinge skirted 
delaines. It must not be supposed that the 
differentiation ends here. Sott wools, for in- 
stance, are made in Milwaukee into one 
vrade. In Cincinnatti, Philadelphia, and 
other cities east of Milwaukee there are a 
number of establishments which buy up 
suitable western and -assort it for the 
wooien manufacturers.

rags made—is used principally in the manufac- 
ture of roofing felt. The western miils where 
this is made are mostly in Ohiv, but there 
one in this state at Beloit. All grades ot 
woolen rags go, as heretofore stated, to the 
shoddy manufac tures. The remaining grades 
of stock mentioned in the above lists are con- 
verted into wrapping papers in the west, 
principally in Wisconsin. The Wisconsin 
mills which make wrapping paper are at 
Sparta, Menasha. mee etn, and Beloit.”

Nagle seemed hale and hearly. He is of 
slight build, and were it not for his stooped 
shoulders, would stand over six feetin height. 
His tinely shaped head is covered with thick 
gray hair, and side whiskers, white as snow, 
cover the sides-of his face. His mustacbeand 
chin were clean shaved like gentlemen of the 
old school. His nose was sharp and promi- 
nent, and his blue eyes were still bright: His 
clothes were shabby, but what was left of his 
outfit was clean. A brief conversation with 
Mr Nagle revealed the f fact that he was accu- 
rately described by Captain McKelvey, and 
that he has a most interesting history. 

‘I was born in Ireland,’’ be said in answer 
to the reporter's inquiries, ‘eighty-three years 
ago and came to this country in 1822. I mar- 
ried in this state, and have had six sons and 
three daughte1 All my children are dead 
with the exception of my youngest son, and 
with him I have nothing to do. My wife died 
a year or so ago and this old lady (pointing 
to his companion) is my cousin and the only 
relative | have in the world.”’ 

‘You had sons in the army, 
asked the reporter. 

“Kive of my ’ he said,

“A malignant type of diséase exists at the navy 
yard andis growing worse.

Jackson News: The public roads of this 
county have recently been worked, or least a 
few shovels of dirt put into the gullies and 
holes, to be washed out by the first big rain. 
The work usually done on the public roads 
in this county, ¢s a permanet improvement, 
is an absolute failure, and labor thrown away. 
The law requires that all citizens between the 
ages of sixtsen and fifty shall work fifteen 
days in every year on the public roads. Just 
before court the commissioners 
get out the hands, and de- 
vote two or three days to scratching a little 
dirt into the holes &nd guilies, and the grand 
jury usually say in their presentnrents that 
the roads are in good order—that is. provided 
no big rain comes to wash out the dirt, and 
three-fourths of the year the roads are in bad 
condition. The road laws of Georgia badly 
need reto1m. A system of permanent im- 
provement should be adopted and gradually 
executed, until the public highways are’in 
passable condition the year round.

‘*PROTECTION,"’ SO CALLED, 

This beautiful word, used ina false sense, 
is the whole stock in trade: of the protec- 
tionists, whether deceivers or deceived. On 
lazy minds it has the same soft and soothing 
effect the word ‘‘provisions’’ exercises on 
many colored people. A freedman was once 
asked how he liked the ‘‘proyisions’’ of the 
civil rights bill? ‘‘Provisions!’’ he replied. 
“Oh, if there’s any provisions in it, I’m for 
it.’ But a soft word often carries a hard 
meaning. ‘Protection’ is a rose with a thorn 
hard. by; or, rather, a small bait with 
a huge hook ¢oncealed under it. In the 
true sense of the word you are entitled 
to protection. Butin what sense do you ask 
for it? Protection against what? Againet 
injustice? No, -Against vidlence? No. 
Against fracd? Notatall. The American 
manufacturer, as compared with the foreign, 
has no special reputation for not making 
wooden nutniegs and shoddy. Against what, 
then? The protection you pray for 
is against none of these but, 
strange to say, against competition. 
New competition—the opposite of monopoly, 
is not an evil, but a public blessing. You 
pray, therefore, for‘a public curse against a 
public blessing. 

You begin to explain your prayer is not 
against all competition; it is only to restrict 
competition, All the same is this in princi- 
ple—partial protection i3 partial monopoly— 
total protection total monopoly. You say, 
however, that you do not prepose to violate 
the rights of citizens—it is only the rights of 


foreigaers. 

.My conscientious friend, you subject your- 
self to just suspicion; you who would so wiil- 
ingly violate the rights Lhe 
root of justice, it would-seem, is not in you, 
Injiistice, even to foreigners, who cannot ap- 
peal to ourlaws, mustin theendreact. Your 
sin will find you out and come back at last to 
roost at home. The foreign power can 
unjust'too—two ¢an play at this game of in- 
my near-sighted friend. Jus- 
sacred nations 
deeper laws than those of 
punish its violation. Wrong doing may be 
sweet in the mouth, but it will be bitter in 
the belly in the end. But to return to the 
elfect at home. What you miscall “protec- 
tion,’ meaning favoritism, is equally unjust 
here. Sellers have no monopoly 
Ship as against buyers, Nor one class of sel- 
lers against another class. rights of buyers 
and sellers as citizens are th same. Nor can 
you by any hocus pocus, any jugglery, with- 
out injury to the buyer, give a monopoly to 
the seller. 

Turn it—twist it—vary itas you can —you 
cannot reconcile partiality with impartiality 
favoritism with equality before the law. 
Your modest request of government is: 
me at least a partial monopoly—make a fa- 
yorite of me—do not let others compete with 
me. To competition the only right 
ways are: better work for the same money, or 
as good work for less money. Any other way 
is a wrong for the sake of some sellers to all 
buyers, The whole class yers has the 
right to protest. The best, the only possible 
protection to domestic industry, is to protect 
it from violence and fraud; and thus leave it 
to free competition. The air of competition is 
healthful, open and free.

venture on a new.one. I reckon that isso to 
some exrent, but oid Systems have to give wi¥ 
to progress and reform and change of tities 
and nvethods. Governments need new machin- 
ery just like farmers do. If there isany good 
reason why incomes shouldent be taxed | 
cant see it. itis a fairer way to collect reve- 
nue than to tax property, for there is a good 
deal of property that profits the owner noth- 
ing. But 1 wouldent tax allof a man’s in- 
come. I would ieave him ten thousand dol- 
lars free and exempt. That is enough in all 
coucience for the average American family to 
spendin one year. But on tbe next ten 
Deans I would levy five per cent, and on 
the third ten per cent, and on to the 
eleventh ten thousand and that would make 
amap whose income was 110 thousand pay 
$27,500. After that he should pay one half 
of all he made into the treasury. 

Neédent talk to me about a man’s rights 
and equality of taxation. ‘There is a prin- 
ciple behind all such theories, and that is the 
more a man is able to pay and the’ more pro- 
tection he gets the more he ought to pay. 
Let every man pay according to his ability. 
A man whose income isa million is more 
able to pay half of it to support the gover- 
ment than a man whose income isa thousand 
isable to pay ten dollars. The goverment 
should act like a parent to his children. The 
good father advances most to the most needy 
child. It is the law of nature and of justice. 
What return does Vanderbilt make to gover- 
ment for paotection on the 50 million dollars 
of non-taxable bonds which he holds? Buta 
tax on his income would reach him. What is 
wrong about this? Attera man has enough 
the more he makes the less he needs it. In 
fact he does not need it at allexcept to grati- 
fy his selfish ambition or his avarice, two 
things that need no nursing on encourage- 
ment. Taxes are burdens upon: the poor 
Only. They are burdens when they take a 
slice off of the necessaries or the comforts of 
life. They are burdens when they limita 
man’s ability to provide for his household or 
to educate his children, but they are no. bur- 
dens when levied upon an excess of income. 
Vanderbilt and Jay Gould and Jim heene 
may cry out and cavort around and imagine 
they are burdened, but they are mistaken, 
that’s all. : 

There are 100 men in New York city who 
are worth altogether one thousand millions of 
dollars and whose annual income is 50 million, 
One half of that would help a good deal to 
run the goverment, and there are plenty 
more of the same sort, enough to pay 
all the expenses and have a balance in the 
treasury. Congress might wisely legislate to 
levy & lighter tax where the tncome was de- 
rived from investment in such useful manu- 
factures and enterprises as were needed, such 
things as cheapgfied food and clothing and 
fuel and develofed the agricultural interests 
of the country. 

The tendency of such a system would be to 
discourage speculation and to encourage all 
legitimate modes of doing business, Jim 
Keene would hardly have schemed and plot- 
ted to make seven millions on pork if he 

new before band that one-half ofat had to 
be paid over into the goverment treasury. 
But even if he had known it and went on 
with his plundering there would be some 
comfortto the people he robbed if he had to 
disgorge half of his booty. The truth is, our 
goverment is in danger from the money pow- 
er of these vast accumulations and it becomes 
al! thoughtful citizens to think of it and pro- 
vide a remedy, a counter irritant. They now 
work by syndicates and systems, and have a 
chain of monopolies all linked together and 
the people look on stupidly and wonder what 
them fellows will do next. We will see by and 
by. . The love of money and the love of power 
and dominion never goes backwards. It is 
like the horse leech that is never full but says 
“give, give.’’ Some limit ought to be placed 
. upon individual wealth and upon the con- 
solidation of monopolies. When ten men 
control a thousand millions of dollars and a 
whole system of railroads and steamboats 
besides, the people are at theirmercy. Every 
man is a trustee under God and under gover- 
ment for the management of his estate and if 
he wont obey one he ought to be, made to 
obey the other. The law says he shall not so 
use it as to ifiiure his nabor. ‘Tote fair” isa 
good maxing, live and !et live is another, One 
time there was afeller who bought an cld 
drake and turned him loose among his chick- 
ens and when he fed em all with corn the old. 
drake shoveled up haif a dozen grains at a 
time and so the feller picked bim up and 
whittled down his bill to a po nt and as he set 
bim down again remarked, “now, darn you, 
tote fair with themchickens.’’ I wish that 
Jim Keene wasa drake and that teller had 
him. I love to see men accumulate property 
in all honorable ways, either by industry or 
adding to the values of things. I love to. see 
them enjoy it after they have made it, and | 
have no sympathy or respect for a whining 
oor man who is envious of arich nabor just 

ecause he is rich. But the masses of the 
American people are poorer than they ought 
to be and poorer than they would be if justice 
was done. They dent have a fair chance with 
these old drakes. It is very common for 
some folks to abuse the poor and say they are 
trifling and shiftless and could do better if 
they would. I dont believe it. Set em up and 
tryem. Put yourself in his pface. Take a 
man who is working for thirty dollars a 
month and hasasickly wife and three or four 
children, and has to buy cOal and pay rent 
and just set him upina little cottage home 
of his own and see how his wife brightens up 
and begin to plant rose bushes and vines to 
run over the door. Wouldent it be glorious to 
see all the working people lifted up just that 
high if no higer. The owner of a humble 
home and no rent topay a home where every 
vine and flower and evergreen was theirs, and 
the little garden and the fruit trees and the 
strawberry bed and the raspberry bushes and 
two or three bee hives setting around. The 
like of that does not cost much not very much 
takes all ofa man’s wages to live on how can 
but if it he hope to get it.

A most remarkable feature connected with the 
building of this enterprise is that every cross tie, 
spike and rail was bought and paid for in cool cash 
No credit was asked for. and no bends 
were issued to pay forthem. President A. G. West 
and the Brownings,of New York,but up the money, 
Captain John Postell superintended the construc- 
tion, and Major*Don Collohan,the contractor’ did 
the work. The road is finely equipped and already 
is doing agood business. Weare told that the na 
row auge cars of the Fast and West carry as much 
freight as those of any broad gauge inthe conntry, 
and that several train loads of two hundred and 
fiftv tons each have already passed over the road. 
Several openings have been made in the coal 
fields alongthe line. At the Ragland mines three 
openings have been made within one hundred 
yards of the track, and the coal taken from these 
is run out on a tramway and dumped 
on the ears with little trouble and lessexpense. A 
short distance furtheron the Trout mines are being 
opened up, and when Sst. Clair county is reached it 
is found that the Broken Arrow mine is undergoing 
extensive and p rmanent development.
